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This is a decision on the petition filed October 20, 2005, under 37 CFR 1.181, to withdraw the holding of 
abandonment. 

The petition is GRANTED. 

A Notice of Drawing Inconsistency with Specification (Notice) was mailed to applicant on June 6, 2005, 
which set a one (1) month or thirty (3) day period (whichever was longer) for reply. As no reply was 
allegedly received, the application became abandoned on July 7, 2005. 

Petitioner avers that a substitute drawing was filed via certificate of mailing under the provisions of 37 
CFR 1.8 on July 6, 2005, which was received in the USPTO on July 8, 2005. Accompanied by the 
drawing were a transmittal letter and "the original Response to Notice of Drawing Inconsistency with 
Specification and Submission of Substitute Drawing Sheet." The transmittal letter listed the application 
number as 09/722,890, which is incorrect, but the application number was properly noted on all of the 
other submitted documents. 

Upon conducting a research, the Office has discovered the drawing, the transmittal letter, and the copy of 
the Notice were, in fact, associated with application number 09/722,890. However, it is also confirmed 
that the papers (other than the transmittal letter) did list the application number correctly. There was 
enough information provided to associate all of the documents, including the substitute drawing, with the 
proper application. In view thereof, the Office erred in placing the papers in the wrong application file. 

Accordingly, the present application was improperly held abandoned and the abandonment is hereby 
withdrawn. No petition fee has been charged to petitioner's deposit account.
